Changes in Milk by Freezing. 

Two samples » were ’experimented 
w it h. < file was frozen slow ly. I he ot her 
c|iiickly, and afterwards partially 
thawed. In the former ease, the ice 
contained the greater part of tin* fat, 
and tlie lltiid portion most of the 
casein, milk sugar, and salts. In the 
'quickly frozen and thawed sample, I la* 
fat was equally distributed between 
the solid and lltiid portions. The mm 
tlior explains this by the fat globules 
rising to t la* t up w lieu the process of 
ffrrzuig is gradual. 'They thus become 
embedded in the Hakes of ice: while in 
quickly frozen samples t Ids" cannot 
take place, and the fat is more evenly 
distributed. If a dealer whose milk 
has been frozen pours off I lie clear 
lltiid which underlies the ice, lie is liable 
to t lie suspicion of adult era) ion on t la- 
one hand, or will deliver milk above 
t lie standard on t lie ot her. Milk which 
has been frozen should lie well.tinned 
and shaken up,and not sold wlull^Riiy 
ice is visible.— Journ, t'hrni. Snrirty.
